HOUSE OF EDUCATION, 

1897-8. 


I VISITED the House of Education on the 3rd of December, 1897, and had 
opportunities of witnessing seven of the students give lessons, and of attending 
lectures by the staff of teachers. During the year there have been 28 students 
in the House and more than half of these have been taking the course of 
training for the second year. 

The staff of teachers at present consists of the Principal and seven others. 
Miss Hodgson continues her instruction in Nature Study and various kinds of 
manual training, among which may be mentioned Modelling in Cardboard 
Leatherwork, Woodwork, and Needlework. 


Mdlle. Mottu teaches French. The students are taken in this subject for 
a fortnight or a month at a time according to their previous knowledge of the 
language, during which period they devote several hours a day to French 
History and Literature, besides receiving lessons on the Goum method. 

Fratilein Diez teaches German and Italian on the Gouin system and also 
the method of giving lessons on the piano which Mrs. Curwen has invented, 
and vocal music by the Tonic Sol-fa.

The life which is led in the House of Education is thoroughly well adapted 
for the purpose of training teachers who intend to take up the work of tuition 
in families.

EDUCATIONAL UNION? 


The Parents’ National Educational Union has arisen in 
response to a demand from thoughtful parents. It has grown 
out of their desire to study the laws which govern habit and 
the principles upon w Inch to select ideas that inspire and 
educate their desire to know how to deal with hereditary 
tendencies and how to give intelligent supervision and guidance 
to the development of their children’s whole nature, physical, 
mental, moral, and spiritual. 

The rapid accumulation during late years of data bearing 
upon the interaction of bod)-, mind and moral sense, has made 
it needful to reconsider many old-established ideas about 
Education. Parents and teachers are now aware that they must 
to some extent neutralize each other’s work and weaken its 
results, unless they take counsel together.

Primary Governesses : that is, ladies who desire to qualify as 
eovernesses to young children. These must pass an easy 
entrance examination as a test of general knowledge. 

Secondary Governesses : that is, ladies who wish to qualify as 
governesses to more advanced pupils. These should, as a rule, 
hold certificates of attainments, though such certificates arc not 
indispensable, as the entrance examination affords a test. 

French and German governesses who have undergone training at the 
House of Education are in very great request. So, too. are trained English 
governesses who hold diplomas earned abroad; and, also, ladies who have 
studied at either of the Women’s Colleges. 

The work of this college is entirely Trai ling and not Teaching : it may 
be classed broadly under the following heads : —

Report for i8 9 8. 


I VISITED the House of Education on the ist of December, ,898. Several 
lessons were given m my presence both by students and by members of the 
staff. I notice with much satisfaction the continuous progress which is made 
from year to year. The lessons surpassed in variety, interest, and effective- 
ness all that I have previously heard in the House of Education. 

The instruction which was given by the members of the staff served as 
specimens of the way in which the students are taught to deal with the various 
subjects which form a sound educational curriculum. Mdlle. Mottu gave 
an excellent lesson (advanced), based upon the Gouin method, on “ Une 
promenade de Fenelon” (Andrieux). The scholars were led to think and 
observe for themselves and to pay attention to the niceties of expression and 
grammatical construction. 

Vocal Music was treated on the Sol-fa system by Fraulein Diez. Miss 
Sumner gave a most suggestive lesson in Brush Drawing applied to Design. 

Miss Hodgson’s Object Lesson in Natural History was of the best type. 
The information was full and interesting and transparently clear. It was 
also thoroughly well illustrated by appropriate specimens. 

The Nature Note Books containing drawings of natural objects done by 
the student’s own hand form a specially valuable part of this instruct 
must be seen to be fully appreciated.

Ate witnessing these examples of the instruction which is given i„ 
e History Geography, Mathematics, Natural History, Music, 
DnvWnJ and Manual Training, I am thoroughly satisfied that the students 
are enthusiastic in their various studies and that they spare no pains to 
acquire the subject-matter for their teaching and the best methods of im- 
parting it. Dulness, monotony and spiritlessness, which were the three 
spectres of the old-fashioned schoolroom, are banished by the new system. 
In place of a small amount of rote work acquired with a great deal of 
pains and weariness the opposite result is now secured. Much more is 
learned owing to the fact that the element of pleasure in the acquisition of 
knowledge is not left out of account. 


It only remains to add that a new feature has been added to the 
training during the year. Each student in turn takes entire charge of the 
Boarding House for the children belonging to the Practising School, for a 
week at a time, which besides affording useful practice and experience, 
accustoms them to responsibility.

Examiner’s Report, Christmas, 1898. 

“ The work done this term is very satisfactory, the papers showing a more 
uniformly even standard. About 20 per cent, gain excellent, 20 per cent, 
good, and only about 5 per cent, fall below the average. Bible lessons ami 
History (English, Roman, French, European) gain the highest marks, but 
Natural History also is very well done. Writing and Dictation shew the 
greatest improvement, almost 40 per cent, gained 90 per cent, or more of full 
marks. There is, however, in some papers, a too marked difference between 
the spelling of the papers generally and that of the paragraph given as a test. 
Arithmetic in every class except Class III. is accurate ; the failure in that class 
is probably due to the fact that two of the four questions for solution requiie 
a longer and more difficult calculation than usual. In Class IV. the results are 
distinctly an improvement. In Mathematics there are a few papers vei) 
c one, but the greater number have relied on memory rather than reas 
power, and consequently there is failure. English Grammar also shews s iu 
improvement, but a smaller percentage of the pupils reach full marks t 
*ny other subject. The other subject- Condition. Language., Sf*
